by the mugders, plundering, and burnings. 
As guardians of the souls of three-quarters 
of the people of Southern Ireland, they 
view with profound sorrow the general 
collapse of putlic morals. Furthermore, 
they take anxious notice, for the first time, 
of the spread of a formidable revolt 
against the authority of the Church. The 
Hierarchy's alarm is entirely justified, and 
their solemn and vigorous expression of 
it ought to have a swiftly sobering effect 
throughout the whole country. They are 
right also in tracing our manifold suffer- 
ings and humiliations to one main source— 
the weakened respect of large numbers 
of the people for constituted government 
and the sanctity of law, It is impossible, 
however, not to remember that every one 
of these dangers was foreseen long ago by 
many good Irishmen of all classes and 
creeds. When British law was the law of 
the land the same obedience was due to it 
that is due now to the law of our native 
Government. It was defied and attacked 
without any serious protest from any 
‘responsible quarter in Nationalist Ireland. 
The taint of lawlessness is not exorcised 
pin a day. The seeds of the dismal crop 
which we are reaping now were sown before 
the Truce. 

The past cannot be mended, though its 
+lessons can be taken to heart. In this 
Letter the bishops rank themselves solidly 
on the side of the Treaty and the Pro- 
visional Government. The surviving in- 
fluence of the Church is thrown into the 
scale of a civil authority which, if the 
people support it, will give them the 
peace and progress for which they yearn. 
The people, however, must speak and 
act boldly. We hope that, as one 
[of its results, the bishops’ declaration 
will stimulate the growth of a body of 
public opinion which will help the Govern- 
ment, both actively and passively, to 
re-establish public order. In one way or 
another, the campaign of destruction must 
end quickly; for the country’s resources 
are nearing the limits of their endurance. 
We hepe, as every good Irishman hopes, 
that the militant Republicans will realise 
the futility of further resistance to the 
| nation’s verdict. The bishops urge them 
to accept the Government's offer of 
amnesty and pardon. Their cause has 
gained nothing, and Ireland has suffered 
dreadfully, from their campaign of 
violence. Nobody wishes to deny the 
fervour of their idealism; but surely the 
time has come when the? ought to make 
their sacrifices fruitful instead of unfruit- 
ful. The tasks of construction in the new 
Ireland demand the brain and sinew of 
her whole manhood. The young men who 
are in arms against their country will be 
welcomed heartily into the national fold 
if they will consent now to exchange the 
weapons of war for the weapons of peace. 
Peace must be won at any price, but the 
nation is sick of bloodshed: 

The draft Constitution is making smooth 
and rapid progress through the Provisional 
Parliament. Yesterday fifteen articles were 
passed for third reading, and it is probable 
that the end of the Committee stage will 
be reached during the present week. The 
debates have been a very useful education 
for Parliament itself and for the general 
public. At the elections the people may 
have accepted more or less on trust the 
assurance that the Treaty gave to Ireland 
a virtually unlimited measure of self- 
government. The examination of the draft 
Constitution day by day—a close and 
critical examination—has proved that the 
people were not deceived. For all practical 
purposes the Free State will be, indeed, 
wholly free. It will be a self-goverming 
member of the mightiest Commonwealth 
of Nations in the world. It will have every 
power to make its own laws, to develop 
its own resources, and to shape its own 
destinies that is possessed by the most 
advanced of the British Dominions. Its 
Constitution . embraces certain modern 
rights which—it is, perhaps, safe to say— 
are not enjoyed in their entirety by any 
other single Dominion of the Empire. 
Nothing is more certain than that within 
the vast scope of this Constitution there 
is ample room for the exercise of every 
form of Irish. genius, every shade of 
thoughtg every patriotic activity of hand 
or brain. What a tragedy it is that, while 
this splendid fabric is rising slowly to the 
skies, Ireland should be stretched, a 
broken and desolate country, around its 


to keep, its freedom, Will those who are 
fighting against facts accept, while there is 
yet time, the nation’s offer of peace?

One of the most puzzling features of the 
recent crisis in the Near Kast has been the 
attitude of Italy. She has taken her stand 
against Britain with France and the Turks, 
and her sudden announcement that she no 
longer recognises the.

We ate prepared to believe 
that, confined to interna] affairs, Fascisnio 
may be an excellent thing; it certainly 
has wrought a minor miracle in Italy. 
Foreign affairs, however, require more 
delicate weapons than the bludgeon and 
the blunderbuss, and the Italian people 
will be wise to refrain from picking 
quarrels with their best friends in order 
to satisfy the vanity of an inspired 
megalomaniac. 


Music and Politics. 

To the Englishman,’ basking in the 
melodious strains of the “Gondoliers,’’ or 
the Irishman enraptured by the flowing 
phrases of the “Lily of Killarney,” the 
thought that these operas and all the 
other music that tickles his attentive ear 
are exercising a paramount influence upon 
the moulds of his political inclination has 
never occurred. It has been left to the 
Bolshevik to discover that as a man 
warbles, so he will think politically— 
that a taste for Edward Elgar or a 
penchant for Tosti may make of him a 
hide-bound Conservative or a fretful 
Radical. Music, the truth-seeking Bol- 
shevik deolares, which is an “aid to 
digestion’’ and a “narcotic” to the 
bourgeoisie, is a “necessary means of 
agitation’’ to the workman. Unfortu- 
nately, there is no proletarian music, as he 
sees it. No Bolshevik ever has worked 
hard enough ‘to become a composer, or, 
perhaps, no composer ever has been quite 
so mad as to become a Bolshevik. Never- 
theless, he finds it possible to discriminate 
between the various types of bourgeois 
music—to separate the sterling stuff that 
has the making of Che Kas and Soviets 
in it from the effeminate strains that pro- 
duce nothing. but effete capitalists and 
their slave-souled menials. This theory is 
very plausible ; but when the earnest Com- 
munist gets down to the task of separating 
the sturdy musical sheep from the ener- 
vating orchestral goats it is less easy to 
follow’ him. In what respect does 
Tchaikovsky “fail to accord with the 
Soviet platform’? It js, perhaps, not 
unnatural that the Russian revolutionary 
should desire to classify music on en 
entirely new basis. His trouble is that 
taste in music is wholly a matter of educa- 
tion—one of the many things that the 
Communist neither possesses nor wishes 
to possess, 


The Mark’s Descent. 


After a comparatiyely brief sojourn in 
and about the six thousands, the mark has 
slumped to the unprecedented figure of 
thirteen thousand five hundred to the 
pound sterling. Now that it has started 
to slide in good earnest, the mark, in the 
course of a very few weeks, may plumb the 
abysmal depths of worthlesaness into 
which the Austrian kroner long since fell. 
Conditions, of course, are not in any way 
comparable as between Austria and Ger. 
“many. Austria went bankrupt because her 
productive territories were stripped away. 
leaving a vast, but unproductive, capital 
and a sparse hinterland to bear the burden 
of a bureaucracy adequate to the needs uf 
a full-sized empire and a war debt that 
took no cognisance of her shrunken pro- 
portions. Germany, on the other hand, 
remains immensely productive, immensely 
busy, and, in material assets other than 
money and foreign investments, still ths 
richest country in the world. The Ger- 
man Government has gone bankrupt be- 
cause it meant to go bankrupt. It is to- 
day in the position of a tradesman who 
should decide suddenly to supply all his 
customers for nothing and to pay his 
clerks and salesmen and van-drivers with 
promissory notes. At first the local banks 
would honour the notes on the strength 
of the tradesman’s former credit. Then 
they would begin to inquire why he was 
issuing so much paper, and, finding that 
he was deliberately running his business 
at a loss, would declare that his paper 
was worthless. The mark is the German 
Government 's promissory note and it is 
already worthless.

NORTHERN CREDIT. 
A VICEREGAL VISIT. 


The Prime Minister (Sir James Craig), 
in opening the session of the Parliament 
of Northern Ireland in Belfast. yesterday, 
announced the Royal assent to the Local 
Government Act, 1922, which abolishes 
proportional . representation in. the six- 
county area Local Government elections. 

Sir James then made a statement “on , 
the general political situation, declaring 
that the six counties would not go under 
a Dublin. Parliament. 


The conditions under which they met; he 
said, were more satisfactory than at any time 
since they underivok the responsibility of self- 
government. Although it was impossible to 
probe into the future, they kneg that since 
their last meeting there had been a-siow, but 
steady, progress towards the end tor which they 
strove, and he thunked the people for their 
loyal co-operation. If they took the past few 
months as an mdication of what they were 
hoping for, Ulster was not the worst place in 
the world to live in at the moment. 

Continuing, Sir James said that the Lord 
Lieutenant had expressed a desire to visit them 
on the 24th, 25th, and 26th October, and he 
bespoke for him a hearty welcome. With 
gard to the ummediate business of the House, 
they endeavoured to arrange it so as to enable 


re- 


.the members of the luperial Parliament to be 


in their places in Westminster about the 15th 
November. 

The first business at Westminster would be 
the introduction of a bill to consecrate the 
Free State Treaty, and as that involved many 
Ulster interests, it was absolutely necessary for 
their members to be in attendance. 

a PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 

Foreshadowing the legislation for the session, 
the Prime Minister said that it was proposed 
to introduce a Solicitors Bill, to make legal, 
where necessary, the Charier which had already 
been obtained by the legal rofession in 
Northern. Ireland. There would be an Unem- 
ployment Insurance (No, 2) Bill, a Local 
Government Election Bill, a Finance Bill, an 
Expiring Laws (Continuance) Bill, and 4 
Uniformity of Law Bill. 

lt was proposed to set up a Royal Commission 
to deal with the subject of temperance, in re- 
gard to which it was hoped to effect legislation. 
He, personally, and*he believed the majority 
of his colleagues were pledged in some form, 
at all events, to temperance reform. These 
pledges awere entered into in all sincerity, and 
with the intention that they should be carried 
out. «tear, hear.) Up to the present, the 
Government and the members of that 
House had been working ander extraordinary 
difficulties, and they really had had no time to 
go into the merits or demerits of a measure of 
the kind. It was a sign that they were ccming 
into calmer waters that they proposed to set 
up a Commission to deal with the matter. 

Dealing with the general situation, Sir James 
Craig deprecated the spread of complaints, ex- 
aggeralions, and malicious misstatements. With 
reference to finance, there were little rumours, 
little stray words here and .there about the 
burden of debt, about the fear of mcreased tax- 
ation, and even about bankruptcy. There was 
not one word of truth in it, [here was no 
debt on Ulster, and he saw ne. prospect of 
creating any debt. and there was no taxation on 
Ulster above the taxation in Great Britain.

LLSTER'S CREDIT HIGH. 


The credit of Ujster, in spite of the vast 
financial upheaval all over Europe, was as mgh 
as ever. The Belfast Corporation Stock was 
standing- above par, and their financal stability 
was unquestioned. 

With regard to the work of the Department 
of Agriculture and Commerce, Sir James re- 
ferred to t..2 good work that had been done 
with a view to improving conditions of trading 
between Ulster and Great Britain. They. 
in Ulster were, and would (ema, 
part of Great Britain, and there anted 
the British people to realise tnat 
in trading with Ulster they might as wel! be 
trading with any county in Fngland, Con- 
siderable an splendid work had also bean done. 
by the Ministry for Labour.. The number of 
unemployed persons had decreased by 10,804 
between January and September, and the num- 
ber on short time by 9,422. There were hill 
47,596 registered as unemployed, and 8,073 on 
systematic short time. The total estimated cost 
of the relief schemes which were in progress, or 
Rad been approved, was £836,713, of which the 
total Labour cost would be £312,625, and the 
number of men employed: on those schemes was 
1,036;, whilst the other schemes, when begun, 
would give employment to another 1,300 in tha 
six counties. The total estimated cost of the 
schemes approved and in course of progress was 
£104,267. A number of Advisofy Committees 
had also been set up. Considerable economy, 
had been effected in many of the departments. 

EDUCATION, 
NEW TRAINING COLLEGE. 

Dealing with the question of education, Sir 
James Craig read a report from the Minister 
(Lord Londonderry), in which he pointed out 
Eas the lines of control of the nistrv had 

accepted by all loyal Protestant teachers, 
and “‘the same spirit of co-operation had been 
shown by the great majority of Roman Catholic 
managers! and teachers.” It was hoped that 
the attitude adopted by some of the Roman 
Catholic teachers and managers would be dis- 
continued in the near future. Owing to the 
difficulty otf making arrangements with the 
existing colleges in Dublin a new training 
college had been opened on the Stranmillis 
House Estate, and was being attended by 200 
students of all. denominations. It was hoped to 
introduce a comprehensive Education Bill at the 
earliest possible moment in the next session. 

In connection with the Home Office Depart 
ment, he saw that it was not proposed to 
intérfere with the Royal Ulster Constabulary or 
their Special Police Forces. There had been a 
reduction of 200 in the “A” Constabularv, 
which was considered by the Government to be 
safe and economical. It might be of interest 
to the House to say that the rumours that got 
afloat that the plans of Field-Marshal Sir Henry 
Wilson had been stolen were withont the 
slightest foundation. There was no fear what- 
ever that anyone would be able to find any 
plans of the late Field-Marshal for the safety 
and security of Ulster. (Hear, hear.) 

Whilst they did not object to fair criticism 
there must be a pulling together of all who 
wished well to the Government. They had: an 
anxious time before them; and it would require 
the assistance of everyone of them if the 
obstacles were to be surmounted, as in the 


past. 2 
SETTLED POLICY, 

There has been loose talk about “want of 
policy,” said Sir James. “ Has any Govern- 
ment a more settled policy ?” Our policy has 
been that we will not go into a Dublin Parlia- 
ment. That is our policy to-day, and it will 
remain so, as long ás I have the honour to 
stand at this table. There is no Dublin Parlia- 
ment for us, and what man in his senses would 
suggest that there should be anything but 
voting out of the Free State when the . time 
comes in the near future ? That is the policy, 
of this Government, and it will be the policy to 
the end. (Cheers.)

INGENIOUS ROAD BLOCKADE. 

Suddenly an obstacle looms in the dim light, 
and brakes grind in to bring the cars to a 
jagged halt. Closer inspection shows it to be a 
very ingenious form of road blockade which the 
irregulars are beginning to employ. Steel rail- 
way lines are cut into lengths of about five feet 
long and their bases well bedded into concrete 
blocks. They are thersunk in a line across the

double echelon, so that a small country cart 
ean make its way cg. Ta but any motor 
transport is blocked until the stakes have been 
dug up—a process which may sometimes 
@angerous by reason of hidden mines. 

Cars can take us no further, and so, after 
a preliminary search of a house near by, it 
is determined to sweep to the right and rear 
till we come to the ship canal. In the darkness 
the men extended along the road, clamber over 
the bank, and begin to walk the fields like 
a line of beaters. With an interval of thirty 
paces between every two men it is difficult: 
to keep touch in a country intersected by 
ditches hed. and stone walls. The flanks 
radiate a little from the centre, which is

disused. 

This delays the advance, not only by reason of 
the physical obstacle which it presents, tut 
also by the mecessity of searching it. lest it 
should harbour the irregulars. It is e ident 
that they were here not so long since, for in 
a hut we discover four good Army-pattern 
heds with the straw over them still warm. 
The birds, however, ve flown, and the troops 
must push on to make contact. This is not 
easy, as during the search the flanks, knowing 
nothing of the delay, have pushed ahead.

The centre pushes forward again. A lsose 
sione rolls and rattles down with a noise which 
the contrasting stillness turns to thunder.

We 
follow the sound, and soon see the darkness of 
the next field: gather itself to darker lumps 
which move slowly toward. us.

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An inquest was held at Monkstown Hospital, 
Monkstown, yesterday, on Henry Moore, 

50, who was shot d at his residence, Carman 
Hall Cottages, Leopardstown road, Stillorgan, 
on Monday night.

Mrs. Moore, widow, identified the body. She 
said that she last saw her husband alive at 
9.40 p.m. on Monday. He was then sitting by 
the fireside in the kitchen. A slight knock was 
heard at the door, and her husband went to 
answer it. He or the door wide, and 
a shot rang out. e staggered past her, saying 
that he was shot, and went as far as the 
kitchen. Witness ran to the kitchen door, 
leading into the backyard, and shouted for 
help. Her husband was ubsequently removed 
to the hospital at Monkstown. 

In reply to Mr. Corrigan, witness stated that 
she thought that she heard a little talking 
when her husband was at the door, but she 
was not sure.

Volunteer Hayes, a native of Clonakilty, and 
Volunteer Byrne, a machine gunner, were 
fatally wounded in an ambush near the village 
of Ballygurteen, between Dunmanway and Clon- 
akilty, on Wednesday last. .

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IRISH LIVE STOCK EXPORTS 
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NEW BRITISH ORDER. 


The Irish Department of Agriculture have 
been informed by the British Ministry of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries that they have made a 
new Order, operating from the 10th instant, 
which amends the previous regulations as to 
the removal from the landing places in ‘ireat 
Britain of animals landed from Ireland. The 
Order in question allows the movement of Irish 
animals from the landing Fam to any market, 
fair ground, or sale yard specially authorised 
by the local authority of the district for the sale 
of Irish animals, subject to the condition that 
the f&nimals are moved therefrom to premites 
for detention for six days, or for slaughter. 

Although the Order prescribes that the 
market, or part of the market, authorised ‘or the 
exposure of Irish cattle must not be used for 
any other than Irish animals at the same time, 
it does not, as in the case of previous Orders, 
require that Irish stock must be exposed on 
different days of the week from the «rdinary 
markets. - So long as Irish animals are kept 
separate from all other animals in the market, 
they may be offered for sale on an ordinary 
market day. 

Provision has also been made in the Order 
whereby cattle and sheep moved from a landing 
place on licence of an Inspector at the port 
to an authorised market, may be sent with the 
licence to special lairs for temporary detention 
while awaiting exposure for sale. . The animals 
must not remain in these Jairs for longer than 
48 hours, and must be moved therefrom direct 
to an authorised market only. In the case of 
sheep which have been dipped once at the Jand- 
ing place, the Order provides that they shall be 
~dipped again after their removal from the land- 
ing place between the seventh and fourteenth 
days after the date of their previous dipping. 
As regards fat sheep, intended for immediate 
slaughter, which have not been dipped at the 
Janding place, the Order requires a double dip- 
ping at the nitimate place of destination, un- 
less, as will usually be the case, the sheep are 
slaughtored.

THE DUBLIN CORPORATION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Much criticism is being launched against 
the Corporation in the Press during these times, 
and it is concentrated on the mud. God knows, 
there is always mud enough upon the streets 
of Dublin for any fool to see, and it requires 
no special skill to sling it at the Corporation. 
Not being a member of the Cleansing Com- 
mittee myself, I have occasionally found it an 
easy task to criticise it from time to time on 
this very obvious question at the Counci] meet- 
ings, and I have found its answer deep, 
voluminous, and profound; but these discussions 
never saw publicity. 

Many other matters of ever greater im- 
portance than the mud are dealt with by the 
Corporation, of which the citizens are kept in 
blissful ignorance by a conspiracy of silence 
which seems inexplicable. I have no doubt that 
the Teporters at the Press table do their best: 
but the editorial people evidently have decided 
that the citizens are only interested jn occasional 
“scenes” and political “stunts.” On Friday
